Arriving at Maracay, 50 miles 
west of here, 10 hours after he 
had started from Bogota, Colom- 
bia, Lindbergh's first act was to 
apologize! to President Gomez for 
having kept him waiting at the 
flying field. An anxious crowd had 
awaited his arrival for two hours. 
» His flight covered 650 miles on an 
airline. 

Lindbergh told the President 
that after reaching Ortiz, about 
110 miles south of Caracas, he ran 
into a fog. He then lost his way. 
It was growing late when he 
found the coast at Higuerote, 100 
miles east of here and 150 miles 
from his destination. Once he had 
found the way he sped toward 
Caracas, passing over the city at 
6:15 p. m.

Hawes Aligned With Old Guard, 

In persistently opposing the in- 
vestigation as it is projected by 
Senator Walsh, Senator Hawes of 
Missouri has aligned himself¥with 
the old guard Republicans, led by 
Senator “Jim’’ Watson of Indiana, 
chairman of the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee. Not only a ma- 
jority of the Democrats, but vir- 
tually all the progressive Republi- 
cans in the Senate are in favor of 
an investigation of the kind which 
Walsh wants to conduct, 


Senator Couzens’ of Michigan, a 
member of the committee, in dis- 
cussing Hawes’ activity against the 
resolution, said he was at a loss 
to understand how or why Hawes 
wanted the investigation limited. 
Although himself a Republican, 
Couzens said he favored giving 
Walsh ample authority to conduct 
a full inquiry, especially into the 
sale of stocks arf bonds by public 
utilities. 


Cant’ Understand Hawes’ Position. 


“Senator Hawes,” he said, *wants 
the investigation limited to utility 
companies engaged in interstate 
business. But interstate business 
in what? Does he want it limited 
to companies engaged in the inter- 
state distribution ‘of power and 
gas? Such an investigation would 
be worthless. No investigation 
would be worth while unless it in- 
cluded companies that are engaged 
in the interstate distribution of se- 
curities. 

“Of course, virtually everybody 
realizes the necessity of inquiring 
into those companies engaged in 
the intrastate distribution of power 
and gas. However, in my opinion, 
the greatest necessity is for an in- 
vestigation of the methods which 
have been employed in financing 
the public utility corporations, We 
all know that there is interstate 
financing of companies which are 
engaged in purely intrastate distri- 
bution of power. Does Senator 
Hawes want those excluded from 
the inquiry? If so, he would de- 
prive it of {its greatest public 
value.” 

Hawes Hasn’t Convinced Couzens. 

Referring to a statement made 
by Hawes to the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
day, in which he said he had “con- 
vinced Senator Walsh that a lim- 
itation should be made, Couzens re- 
marked shortly: 

“Whether Senator Hawes has

In reply to this, Couzens point- 
ed out that the Reed Committee 
never inquired into anything ex- 
cept the election of Senators, that 
it investigated no elections prior 
to 1926, and that, moreover, its 
work now is virtually completed— 
a statement which is confirmed by 
Senator Reed. 

In addition, Couzens said: “Such 
inquiry certainly can do no injury 
to anybody who has committed no 
offense agaist the laws and good 
conscience. As for limiting it to 
the contributions made by com- 
panies engaged im interstate busi- 
ness, surely we all know how easy 
it is, through the manipulation of 
accounts, for a holding company 
outside of a State to control an 
election inside a State. Similarly, 
& company doing business solely 
within a State can _ contribute 
money to influence the election 
of a President, or the election of 
officials in other states. 


Cites Insull-in Maine. 


‘“For example, it is now charged 
that Samuel Insull of Chicago has 
made contributions for the purpose 
of gaining political control of the 
State of Maine. Yet how easy 
would it be for him to charge 
these contributions up to one of 
his numerous companies engaged 
in a purely state business in some 
other state. Does Senator Hawes 
believe that the committee should 
be prohibited frem investigating 
such contributions?” 


It will be recaHed that Hawes 
asserted in his statement Friday 
that not more than one-twentieth 
of.1 per cent of the public utility 
companies’ earnings had been 
spent for propaganda and political 
contributions. Referring to this, 
Couzens said: “If Senator Hawes 
knows how much has been spent 
for such purposes, he knows more 
than I do, and I would be glad to 
have his figtfres. Even if we are 
not able to control such expendi- 
tures by legislation, it certainly is 
to the public interest to know how 
much of the revenues of these 
companies is being used to influ- 
ence public opinion. The cons- 
Sumers of electricity and gas, out 
of whose pockets this money 
comes, are entitled to know 
whether it is being spent for pur- 
poses which they would not ap- 
prove. 

Favors Congressional Inquiries, 

“There has been a lot of general 
criticism directed against con- 
gressional investigations. Most of 
it has been inspired by corpora- 
tions and individuals who want to 
escape exppsure. As a matter of 
fact, I am in favor of Congress 
investigating more and legislating 
less. If we spent about three- 
fourths of our time accumulating 
facts with avhich to enlighten 
ourselves, there would be less 
half-baked legislation."’ 

In response to Senator Couzens’ 
questions. the correspondent en- 
deavored to have Senator Hawes 
define what he means by “come 
panies engaged in interstate busl- 
ness.”’ 

“Do you mean only those com- 
panies engaged in the interstate 
distribution of power ang gas?” he

“No, that is not what I mean.” 

“Then do you agree with Sen- 
ators Walsh and Couzens that a 
company is engagéd in interstate 
business when it distributes its se- 
curities in other states?”

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What the British Press Thinks of Our 
Big Navy Program

ARELY has as much 
R to an American political 
by the foreign, and especially the Brit- 
ish press as was devoted to President Coo!l- 
idge’s last message to Congress. Naturally 
his statement regarding our navy policy 
commanded the most attention. English 
editors commented upon it with a modera- 
tion sO marked and so unanimous as to 
seem almost affected. All hastened to as- 
sure their readers, in the words.of the 
Morning Post, that there was ‘nothing in the 
policy which President Coolidge announces 
to disquiet this country.’ The Daily Ex- 
press hastened to explain that ‘any idea 
that Great Britain's interests would suffer 
through a greater American navy is #80 
ludicrous that it hardly calls for denial.’

HE Yorkshire Post did not believe 
anyone in this country challenges, or has 
any desire to challenge, the American claim 
to parity, ship for ship and gun for gun;’
